Any  Master  or  Brother  in  charge  of  a  Warrant,  who  shall 
lend  or  use  the  same  for  opening  or  holding  any  other  pri-

There  are  five  degrees  in  the  order  of  Orangeism  :  Orange, 
i,  Purple,  Blue,  Royal  Arch  Mark,  and   Royal  Scarlet,  which
